ScBWa the first week in last month 
•bout 7,808 Bonis left Liverpool by 
Bteamera for the Amerioan OontiQent ; 
8000 of whom wore for Canada, a very 
gratifying feature, as hitherto nearly 
Boven-eighths of the emigrants pro- 
ceeded to the United States. The week 
in qoestion is only a sample, <^nd it 
plainly shows that a change is becom- 
ing strongly developed in the tondenoy 
of emigration, which will largely in- 
crenae whon the Northwest Territory is 
more easily reached by the comploiion 
of water and railroad facilities of tra- 
vel. The groat majority of those ei^i" 
grants wore Germans, Swedes and ^Mor- 
wegianst but a sufficient numbiv Wero 
from the British Isles to sAow thai 
emigration is oowsooght as the romedy 
for >he evils reanliing from over popu- 
lation and ooDSeqaent ezoess in compe- 
tition in the labor market. Six hundred 
and tbirty>foar emigrants were among 
those who went to Canada, and who 
were dispatched under the auspices of 
the East London emigration fand. 
Thus, the old country will he gradually 
relieved of the unwieldy maus of 
pauperism that is now pressing so se- 
verely on the English tax-payer ; ond 
that up to the present time has boon 
worBO thon wasted in English work- 
houses, when it might have been turned 
to valuable account in Canada. Tbo 
great object, will be to convey the im- 
migrants, as they arrive in Canada, out 
west, BO that the stream will ultimately 
reach the Northwest Territory where 
a large and important BattiomcDt will 
soon be formed ; the readiest way of so 
oaring the formation of the transconti- 
nental railroad is the existence of tmllic 
and obeap home labor. Every eli,,rt 
aboald be made by the Canadian Gov 
ernment to encourage the settlement 
of land; and where the immigrants are 
unable to proceed atonce to the cleaiing 
and onltivation of the soil, labor ot 
some kind shonld be provided for thom. 
This might be either from private indi- 
vldnals or on public improvomeuiB, oven 
the railroad itself might be made in sec* 
ticns, and thus aflford the means to the 
very poor of procuring a livelihood un- 
til absorbed in agricultural or other par- 
aaits. When the populatiou arrives at 
the Red River settlement wo fhall begin 
to feel the inflaeoce in this Colony, us 
the tendency west is a kind of fascina- 
tion that exerts Irresistiblo power over 
some people ; and when once they ho. 
gin to straggle in here, the entire sottlo- 
ment of British Columbia will l apidly 
follow. Whatever may be thought or 
Bald on the subject of a Cimadiau mil- 
road, the certainty of its formation is 
duly heralded by the inQux of popula. 
tioD. IfBogliBh capitaliats newer in*- 
vested a cent (which of coarse cannot 
be avoided, for they are always on the 
lookout for profitable investmente) tho 
railroad would be made. Population sii- 
mulates production and the necessity for 
loxories, both of which require means of 
transit which a railroad alone could af- 
ford. No one going East from this 
country would ihiuk of doing otherwisio 
thon going overland. Tho traOBc from 
the other side will bo immonse, and in- 
creasing yearly for many years to come. 
There is quo consolation for us j if our 
progress is slow it is sure.

The Massackks in Adyssinia. — Now- 
port Monday — Tho iiitelligeiico convey- 
ed in our impression of yesteiday of tho 
reported murder of Mr. Thomaa Powell 
of Coldrahall, his wife, child, and servant, 
has caused a great deal of consternation 
and regret, not only io South Wales, 
where tbe murdered gentleman was woil 
known, but throughoot tho whole coun- 
try and any futber details of this cold- 
blooded tragedy will bo road with inter- 
est, aUhougli il will cause a pang of hor. 
ror in the inindii of our readers. All hope 
of the information being incorrect has 
been lost by the telegram received from 
Alexandria on Saturday confirming tho 
sud intelligence and we are now enabled 
to give some farther details of tho hcrri- 
blo trogedy. As stated yesterday, Mr. 
Po well lelt Nowpirt in tho latter part 
of January or tho beginning of Fobuary 
to go to Abyssinia on a shooting eicur- 
wion taking with him his wife and ouo of 
his children, a keepnr, n nattuo of c^nf. 
land, and a female domoslic servant. 
Soon after leaving En^jUnd the maidser-i 
vant fell ill, and it is sold was left at Mar 
seilles to return home as soon as she re> 
covered.

The steamer Emma, Captain Ilolmcs, 
arrived from Sitka, Alaska Territory, 
yoBterday morning, aftor an absonoo 
from Victoria of about tliroo wooiis. 
She brings two passengers — MossorE 
Spencer and Steen, Tbo Emma lay 
nine days at the port of Sitka and 
called at Simpson, Bella Bella and Sa» 
qnaash. At the latter place she took 
in fire tons of coal. Huston is working 
away at the seam. The tnnnel has 
iroaohed a fine bed of ooal. The U. S. 
S. Newbern arrived at Sitka five days 
aftor the Empia. Fassengbrs and orcw 
all well. The Ecientifio party on board 
the Nowbern were preparing to go 
north to Kilcat to take observations of 
tho eclipse. Tho Fidolilor will pro- 
bably carry the party 'up, Fare are 
very plontiful at Sitka. Tbo Indiaus are 
quiot. Capt. Holmes has given us a 
file of the Alaska Times, for which ho 
has oar thanks. Aboat euven months 
ago itswaa reported that tho sohooner 
Louisa Downs had been lost on the 
coast of Alaska with all onboard. In 
this belief the friends of tbo crow 
mourned them os among the dead ; on 
the day before the Emma sailed from 
Sitka aU of the supposed dead men ar- 
rived in canoes from Burnham Bay. It 
turna out that the sohooner was 
wrecked at the Bay and that her peo'- 
pie escaped to the shore, where they 
were kindly treated by the savages 
among whom they wintered, and at 
the first opportunity were seot on to 
Sitka. The sbipwreoked men spoak 
very highly of tho treatment they re- 
ceived. " Nothing was known as to the 
fate of the crew of Malowanskl's schoo- 
ner, reported wrecked on the coast 
Bomo weeks ago. The Times says tbo 
Russian families are io great distress 
at Sitka ; thoir huabands and sons or 
brothers aro out fishing or hunting and 
the holplesa ones are parting bit by bit 
with their lurniture to keep body and 
soul together. The Tumis calls on Gen. 
Davis to alleviate tbo distress of those 
unfortunate people. A bomb-fuse ex- 
ploded in a blacksmith's shop, causing 
lome alarm bat doing no damage. Tbe 
■ohooner Sweepstakes had arrived from 
(he North with> valuablo cargo of fors. 
A war»daDOe was given by tbo siwashea 
at Sitka, aided by some "rascala" from 
Victoria, in the presence and by per- 
mission of the officers of the garrison. 
Tbe sloop Native, seized by Capt. For- 
syth at Fort iTongaa for violation of 
the CuBtom laws, was released from cus- 
tody when tbe Captain reported the cir- 
cumatanees under which bo put into 
Tongas to the Collector of the port ut 
Silka. It appears tho sloop went into 

* Tongas for repairs, and waa immediately 
seized by the officer. Forsyth, wo are 
told, has been discharged from tho ser- 
vice for similar acts.

Charge ot Defraudiug the Revenue. 

Yesterday morning tho Police Magiatrale 
ronderod his deciBioD in IheH^oaao of Mr F J 
Barnard, wiio was charged with attampting 
to defraud the revenue by carrylDg a letter 
not properly Btamped. His Worship referred 
to the English Act and read oopioua extract* 
iherefrora, laying it down that' where the 
loool Aoi did not bear upon the case the 
Eaglish Act cams into force.
